soldiers came as frt-ends; that there was 
disposition on t'he purt of the United 


States Government to Interfere with ' the 
Cubans in tho management cx£ the affairs 
oC the Island; that its only purpose was 
to carry out the pledge of ma,Uita.Inlr.s 
order afi'd to assist in tne administration 
until tho time when the people were 
ready to declare for themselves what 
their wishes were. Ha. co'iinseled tolera- 
tion of a.ll classes .toward one another, 
and complimented the community on the 
good order which had teen, preserved. 


General Leo also explained how rations 


were being distributed by direction of tixe 
President. : He'safd the. Cubans' 'distress 
was fully understood, arid, the American 
authorities hoped to ad'opt measures o-£ 
liermanent effect. He 'hoped ultimately to 
see the establishment of agricultural 
banks. Personally he fa.vorod making- a 
loan of oxen and seod to the poor so that 
they could put in next season's crop. 


Reg-ardlng local affairs, General Lee 


said It was the policy of the American, au- 
thorities to Wave the towns select as far 
as possible their own officials by (jetting 
tog-ether and indicating- wham they de- 
sired.
